There is no- question sbout the fact that drink will Kill a 
woman's love for her husband. If she can kéep loving him she 
may’-help him to solve his problem. That is the advice I am) 
giving this young wife: : 

(Q)—"“I'm 23, married, and have two 
children. Before I met my husband, I knew 
he drank a lot. During our year of courtship, 
he proved to be all a girl could want. He 
stopped his drinking for a whole year. Then, 
one month after our wedding, he resumed. It 
kept getting worse. Now he drinks for days 
at a time, spending all his money and not| 
coming nome until he is broke. Lately I 
can't seem to love him as I first did but, for 
the sake of the children, I try to Be a goad 
wife... I am so nervous I can't do anything 

Hurtock while he is out. When my husband is sober, 
he couldn't“be better to us. Is there something I can do before 
I become a nervous wreck? 4e refuses to see a doctor.” 

(A)—First of all you must try in every possible way to 
keep your love for your husband alive. If he suspects that it is 
dying, and he is sure to suspect it if it is, this will kill in him} 
any desire he may now have to conquer hs drinking. Knowing 
that you are with him tn this fight should go a long way toward 
helping him. | 

Then talk to your pastor about your problem. Let him 
know how your husband's drinking is affecting your love for 
him, your health, the family finances, and the possibility of his 
holding his job. Impress upon him the dangerous sort of 
example your husband will be setting your children when. they 
are old enough to understand what it is all about. 

And finally ask your pastor to talk to your husband. Ask 
him to point out what price ne is bound to pay for his drinking 
and see if he cannot be persuaded to stop. Perhaps your pastor 
could arrange to have a member of Alcoholics Anonymous come 
to see your husband and get him to join their organization

New Hospital Plan 


Abolishes Arrears 


By GORDON FORBES 


Health and Welfare Minister Eric Martin today an- 
nounced his promised chahges-in B.C.’s hospital insurance 
scheme with a three-fold plan to encourage the payment 


of premiums. 

Here are the main paints of 
the plan which goes into effect 
July 1: 

1. The government has abol- 
ished all arrears of premium 
including those for 
people on payroll deductions. 

2. People on payrolls will 
now be able to get insurance 
after paying one month’s pre- 
miums instead of six months as 
previously 

3. Each six months of pre 
miums paid will bring an “in- 
sured benefit” for one month, 
up to a maximum of three 
months. This means that if a 
person, for some reason, could 
not continue paying premiums 
after he had paid for 18 months, 
he would still be insured for 
three. months__ before being 
struck off the benefit list.
